The  1986-87  Estimates  Update  presents  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  the 
expenditure  proposals  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1987  for  the 
Government  and  the  Legislative  Assembly.  This  document  comprises  four 
sections. 

Section  I,  Comparative  Summaries  of  Estimates,  provides  updated  summary 
tables  of  total  estimates,  operating  estimates,  capital  estimates,  permanent  full- 
time  positions,  man-year  authorization,  statutory  non-budgetary  disbursements, 
and  voted  expenditure  and  voted  disbursements. 

Section  II,  Details  of  Additional  Government  Estimates,  presents  the 
funding  authority  requested  in  addition  to  that  contained  in  the  1986-87 
Government  Estimates  tabled  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  April  10,  1986,  as 
Additional  Estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1987.  Section  II  is 
divided  into  three  parts.  Section  Ila  presents  Additional  Voted  Budgetary 
Expenditure.  Section  lib  presents  Additional  Statutory  Budgetary  Expenditure. 
Section  lie  presents  Additional  Voted  Non-budgetary  Disbursements. 

Section  III,  Summary  of  Amounts  to  be  Voted  —  Reconciled  Estimates  of 
Expenditure  and  Disbursements,  reconciles  the  1986-87  Government  Estimates 
and  1986-87  Legislative  Assembly  Estimates  presented  to  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly on  April  10,  1986  to  the  estimates  for  the  new  departments  (including  the 
additional  estimates  presented  in  section  II). 

Section  IV,  Supplementary  Estimates  of  Expenditure,  presents  the  funding 
approved  by  special  warrant  between  April  10,  1986  and  the  opening  of  the  first 
session  of  the  21st  Legislature.
